Than the Atrocities the 


Americans Suffered. 


He Cites Instances Demonstrating 


That the Uncivilized Natives 


Had Not Shown Much 


Mercy. 


"Wastangton, May 6.—In vindication 


of the American policy in the Phillip- 
pines, Mr.''Lodge (Mass.). chairman of 
tbe Philippine committee, addressed 
the senate. His review of the situa- 
tion in the Islands and of the utter- 
ances of the minority in criticism af 
the conditions there was interesting 
ant! forceful. Mr. Lodge resented the 
Imputations cast oa the president, the 
secretary of war and the army for the 
aik'ged cruelties and atrocities said 
to have been Dracticefl in tbe i'hilip- 
phics. .Hi? said every effort had been 
employed by the officials In authority 
to prevent such cruelties as bad 
been 
referred 
to, and 
measures 


had been taken to punish those guilty 
of them. Such things, however, wer« 
incidents of every war, and could not 
be preve-nkd absolutely. He had no 
defense to make of many of the cases 
o* torture which had bean cited, but 
the men of the American army had 
been provoked almost beyond human 
fcndurance. 


Mr. Lodge recited 
scores of in- 


stances of cruelties and tortures prac- 
ticed by the Filipino icEurgents oa 
American prisoners. Many bad had 
their ears cut off; had been disembow- 
eled, had been driven into streams 
and while drowning shot to death; 
had been tied to trees and stoned to 
death by women and children, and 
hurled alive. 
Others had been shot 


and boloed treacherously while suc- 
coring the wounded. 
In the face of 


these horrible atrocities some of the 
American troops had been guilty of 
admlnistcriog tbe "water curs," b;:t 
tilt' Instances of this kind were isolat- 
ed antl no part of tbe general policy 
in the Philippines. 
He warmly de- 


fended Oenara! ChafTee for his con- 
duct of military affairs in the islands, 
and paid a tribute to his heroism and 
patriotism. 


In a brief reply Mr, Rawlins (Utah) 


declared that the charges which had 
been made were not against General 
Chaffce, or the American army, but 
against the senator from Massachu- 
setts, Mr. Lodge, and others who were 
responsible for the present Phil!opine 
policy. Both the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill and the bill for the pur- 
chase of the Hosobud Indian reserva- 
tion were passed.

At the time she was visiting 
her giaiidparents at Fernbank> near 
Cincinnati, -O., an<3 the grandmother 
and aunt admitted;they knew where 
the child was, .They were indicted 
for child-stealing;;, and sentenced to 
serve a term in -tne; penitentiary. The 
Ohio authorities have been informed 
by the Albany police'that the child 
has been located here. The pa-eats 
live at Bellevue, Ky.

General Noriel and Colonel Cailles 
and read: "As to the contents of your 
telegram, those who prove themselves 
heroes will have as rewards large 
sums of money, lands, extraordinary 
promotions, crosses of Blach-Na-Bato, 
Marquis of Malate, Ermita. and Count 
of Manilla, etc., besides tha congratu- 
lations of our Idolizing country on ac- 
couiit of their patriotism, and more if 
they capture the regiments with their 
gensrais. and if possible fche chief of 
thsia all, who represents our future 
enemies in Manilla, which lot falls to 
you, or better said, to General Noriel 
and Colonel Cailles."

Manilla, May 6.—Eighty-four Moro 


prisoners, under guard, made an at- 
tempt to escape.

signal they got between the soldiers 
forming the.guard and a company at 
dinner. The latter, realizing what had 
happened, fired en and pursued the 
Moros, killing 35 of them and captur- 
ing nine. The otber fugitives escaped. 


The one chancii of saving the life of 


Captain Moore of the Twenty-seventh 
infantry, who was wounded during the 
recent fighting with the Moros in the 
island of Mntianao, is by trepanning 
a portion of his skull resting on the 
brain.

Judge Davis. 


"Washington, May 6.—John M. Da- 


vis, one of the. justices of the United 
States court of appeals, died here of 
bright's disease. Judge Davis was a 
native of Massachusetts, and was in 
his fifty-second year, and during his 
busy life had filled many public posi- 
tions. During his earlier life he was 
private secretary to Hamilton Fish, 
.hen secretary of state, and later con- 
nected with the Alabama and French 
spoliation claims commissions. He 
was assistant secretary of state under 
Presidents Garfield and Arthur, and 
since 1885 had been an associate jus; 
tice of the court of claims. A widow 
and two cb'Mren survive him. Inter- 
ment will be in Washington. 


Strike Declared Off. 


Copenhagen, May 6. — After a d-e- 


)ate -which lasted seven hours, the 
trades union congress declared- the 
dock laborers' strike at an end, as it 
Was no longer serving any purpose. 
Thus the strike of tha dock laborers 
at Danish ports, which began April 17, 
end with which the strikers them- 
selves were discontented, ends in a; 
defeat for labor, as the ship owners 
'Ound ample means to replace the 
strikers aa3 Danish navigation in no 
•way suffered. 


German Tariff Revision.

the tariff bill, Count Von Buelow, the 
mperial chancellor, held conferences 
with the leaders In the relchstag.

To the Illness of the Dis- 


tinguished Archbishop 


Corrigan. 


He 
Was Recognized as One of 


the Ablest Men Among the 


Catholic Clergy of This 


Country. 


New York, May (i.—Archbishop Cor- 


rigan died at 11:20 Monday night The 
death, of the archbishop came as a 
great surprise and shock to. those in 
the arcaiepiseopal residence. It was 
more so to the general public, for the 
last bulletin of the day was that, so 
certain were the physicians of the im- 
provement in the condition of the pa- 
tient, there would be EO more bul- 
letins during the night. Up to 10:30 
there was no evidence of collapse, in 
fact, the archbishop at 10:40 talked 
with his secretary. About 11 o'cloolc. 
however, the trained nurses who had 
charge at the bedside noticed a 
change. 
Acting on instructions, the 


physicians were telephoned for. At 
the same time the archbishop's two 
srothers were summoned to the room 
as well as a number of priests. 
It 


was quickly seen by the physicians 
.hat the end was at Ijand. and in leas 
than a quarter of an hour his grace 
was dead. His last moments were 
peaceful and without evidence of suf- 
fering.

and when only 2S years became pres- 
dent of that institution. When Bishop 
Bayler visited. Home in 1.S70 Dr. Cor- 
igan became the administrator and 
•iear general of Nev«-ark. He was con- 
secrated bishop by Cardinal McClos- 
cey on May 4, 1S73. and remained in 
charge ot the diocese of Newark for 
seven years.. Owing- to his successful 
administration of his uiocese Dr. Cor- 
igan was selected to be coadjutor of 
Cardinal McCloskey.

Thrilling Escape at Lima, 


Truman "has had many thrilling ex- 


periences while at the throttle. IP 
October, 1890. he was engineer on a 
train that was dashing through burn- 
ing forests near Lima, O. The night 
•was dark and burning Cml>er aJons 
the track cast a lurid light. Sudden- 
ly, just ahead of his train, the engineer 
saw a shower of spares ascend heaven- 
ward, and it: struck him that the 
bridge across the river had gone down. 
Quick as thought he reversed the lever 
and 
working1 the engine on sand, 


•brought his train to a standstill, just 
in time to save three hundred passen- 
gers from going down into the rivcr- 


Soth Driving Rods Broke. 


At another time, while his train \vas 


running along at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour, the drivins rods oa 
each, side of the engine broke, killing 
his fireman, Charles McCaxiley, and 
wrecking the cab. Tniffinn fell, un-' 
hurt, to the engine dock, bnt the great 
rods, as they whipped through tho 
cab. prevented him reaching the air- 
brake. Taking his knife, he cut the 
air hose allowing the automatic brake 
to check" tie train before ditched by 
tho crippled engine.

several burning box cars at Kenton.

UUs es- 
tablished many records. In. 'August, 
1896, he established his first record 
with. No. 5, from Marion; O., to Huat- 
irigtou, In«L; a distfitttie of 127 miles, 
making the distance in two hours ami 
twenty-five minutes, 
including 
eight 


stops. 


Truman has been in a number of 


serious accidents, one of which left 
him with a stiff knee, but all were un- 


uiiiauie Ga uis-p&ri. He was never 


called on for an explanation by the 
officials, and stands high, in the esti- 
mation of his superiors. He has re- 
ceived the praise and congratulations 
of more than one high officifil whom he 
pulled ovei the road.

Alice K. Lee, daughter of M. J. Lee, 
of Logansport, who was ar engineer 
for over forty years and handled a 
throttlftl>ack in the dfty.s when the old 
flat rails were use(l.t='tTrtnnan is the 
father of four children. Miss Mary 
Truman, his eldest child, is a teacher 
in the Warren achool, while Fred, his 
son, second oldest, is an apprentice to 
th-e machinist trade in the Huntington 
shops. Truman is a. Knight Templar 
and a member of the I. O. 0. P. lodge 
and B. of L. E. order.
